The San Francisco Chronicle truly 


says the silver question baa been settled 
for a year at least. The decided tote 
by which the House refused to sHspend 
tb* coinage of standard dollars shows 
conclusively that the present Congress 
may be depended upon to not interfere 
with th» exiting law. This ought to 
satisfy tb* gold bags, and induce them 
to cease their senseless agitation, which, 
more than anything else, has helped tu 
widen the ratio between gold and mlrer 
in the bullion marketi. While there 11 
aont uncertainty about the character of 
the vote by which the Free Coinage Act 
•sras defeated, the majority against it 
seems to be large enough to preclude 
the hope of getting through any meas- 
ure of the kind this session. It is quite 
evident that the Administration exerted 
considerable influence against the Tree 
Coinage Act. The remarks ol some of 
those who voted against it show lhat 
they were afraid to break with the Pres- 
ident, or rather that they hesitated 
about giving him too se»ere a slap in th» 
(ace by taking extreme ground. 


There is nothing left for Congress to 


do- in the matter now, except to make 
some provision for the houest enforce- 
ment of the existing law. The Treasury 
Department has nystetnatieally worked 
against the ipirit of the Act with the 
avowed purpose of elevating gold to the 
first place. Now let some plan be adopt- 
ed to compel the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to recognize the legal tender qual- 
ity of the standard dollar, and to pre- 
vent him from discrediting it by refus- 
ing to pay it to certain classes of credi- 
tors. A silver dollar should be as much 
a legal tender when offered to a New 
York banker, or a bondholder, as it is 
when i tseitied to an employe or other, 
minor creditor of the Government. 


Spooner, of Wisconsin, is rapidly 


coming to the front, considering this is 
hie fir»t session in the Senate. He is a 
fine looking m«n, about forty-five years 
of age.

The San Franoiaoo Bulletin gives the 


subjoined resume: 


The Act creating a Board, of Bank 


Commissioners was approved by the 
State Legislature March 30, 1878, and 
the first Commissioners under that Act 
were appointed ky the late ex-Governor 
Irwin on or before May 15, 1873. The 
Board has been in existence for nearly 
eight yean. The first Commissioners 
were Evan J. Coleman, Robert Watt and 
James T. Mnrphy. The last named 
gentleman resigned in November, 1879, 
and was succeeded by Win. F. White, 
also appointed by the same authority. 
The original commissions were for tour 
years. The terms of Coleman and Watt 
expired in May, 1888, and they were 
succeeded by the appointment by el- 
Governor Perkins of J. E. Farnam and 
J. F. Sheehan. The last named gentlt- 
man was succeeded in the following July 
by J. IL Litcbfteld. Mr. White held 
that his appointment was not for the 
nuexpired term of Mr. Mnrphy, but for 
the full term of four years, and gave out 
that he would contest any succession 
until his commission expired in Novem- 
ber, 1883. It is »ell known that he was 
not disturbed. In November, 1883, he 
was reappointed by Governor Stonemaa 
and his present commission will not run 
out until November, 1887. The com- 
mission of J. M. LitchSeld will expire 
July 18, 1«86, and that ot J. E. Farnnm 
May 15, 1886. 
Both are Republicans. 


Mr. White is a Democrat. Iti« thought 
that Governor Stoneman will appoint 
two worthy Democrats to 
succeed 


Messrs. Farnnm and Litchfield, though 
both of these gentlemen would BO doubt 
like to retain their positions. The sal- 
ary is $3,000 per auunin, and each Cum- 
missioner is allowed $500 per annum for 
traveling expenses. The expense of the 
Commission is paid out of a direct tax 
OD the banks based on deposits. 


No two Commissioners can be select- 


ed from the same county. This rule 
has been faithfully observed in the ap- 
pointments. It is true that both Mr. 
White and Mr. Farnum reside in Ala- 
meda county, but Mr. White's legal res- 
idence is in Santa Cruz county. It is 
required of Commissioners that they 
shall bave no official connection with 
any bank, neither, during their term ol 
office, can they hold stock or any other 
bank property. It is further required 
that one of the commissioners shall be 
an expert ol accounts. It fell to the 
lot of the first Board to close up 
several banks for cause. Some inter- 
ested parties bave never forgiven the 
Conmissioaers for tbfir action in these 
premises, but the examples bave been 
attended with Rood results ever since 
The present Board bus supplemented 
the work of its predecessors and brought 
about additional improvements and 
safeguards iu the keeping of accounts 
and in the making of loans. New men 
cannot be expected to perform the work 
of bank examinations as well as those 
who have had experience. The present 
Commissioners, should they be aupoint- 
ed, will have advantages which ne* 
men, 
no matter how able, cannot pos- 


sess, and can only acquire through ex- 
perience. It is a question whether, m 
snch a non partisan office as Bunk Com- 
missioners, there should ever be any 
changes except for inefficiency or dn- 
honesty. We believe the present Com- 
missioners have the confidence of both 
bankers and depositors. This beitig 
the case, it is not wise to muke experi- 
ments. Having become familiar, to a 
greater or less extant, with the weak and 
strong points of every bank in the State, 
the present Commissioner can natural- 
ly be relied upon to admintnter the af- 
fairs of their office with more windom 
than new men, and thua affjrd greater 
protection to parties mtere-ted.
